Quebec Borrows 
For Universities 

A borrowing programme will l>e launched during the 
next fiscal term by the Quebec government to finance 
the caiMlal expansion of universities and classical colleges. 



The announcement of Ihe pro- 
ject was included in a press re- 
lease on the budget estimates 
tabled Friday in the lower hotuic 
by Premier Lesagc acting in his 
capacity of finance minister. 

I'ho budget estimates did not 
include the amount to be bor- 
rowed by Ihe government but 
according to a government sour- 
ce, it would 'be "in excess of 
530,000.000." "Within ■ a few 
weeks" official figures will be 
released. 

LAST YEAR 

Legislation was adapted in the 
1939-iiO session to allow the go- 
vernment to guarjintee the capi- 
tal investments of universities 
and to pay interest on loans con- 
tracted l)y those institutions for 
such projects. 

Under the new system. Ihe 
government Itself would borrow 
money needed by the colleges for 
their capital expansion projects 
and would pay lower interest 
charges. 

The new procedure would ena- 
ble the institutions to obtain 
lower interest rates, it Is gene- 
rally bélieved. 

Representatives of the provin- 
ce's six universities spoke recent- 
ly with Ur Lesage; Youth Minis- 
ter Paul. Gerin-Lajoie, and Le- 
gislative .Council government lea- 
der Georgel Marier. - •

Religion 
Of Jewish

"Many people belle ve^ttaat the 
Jews invented monotheism," Mau- 
rice Samuel, noted American 
scholar, told the ilillel Conven- 
tion Friday night. "Tliis is false. 
The great contribution of the 
Jews to the world is not the 
concept of one God, but rather 
the identiflcatIott^o|(. this concept 
with their existettee as.a people." 

Speaking in Centfal^yMCAion 
"The Dynamics" of JewIsh^Putpo- 
se",. Samuel pointed out that 
even the Bible contains eviden- 
ce -ôf monotheists " before the 
coming of the Jew, Hé cited 
Noath ai a conspicuous eixample. 

ONLY JEWS 

Samuel explalned^ithat only 
among the JewsVisrreligion so 
centrally bound up with exis- 
tence as a community. He pointed 
to this as the fundamental dif- 
ference between Judaism - and 
Christianity. 

"There fs very little difference 
between Judaism and Christiani- 
ty with respect to . morals - and 

- ethics. Much of the Sermon on 
the Mount, for instance, can be 
jtraced back to the Old Tcsta- 

ijment. 

li WHERE JEWS DIFFER 
.ill "Where Judaism differs," he 
continued, "is in associating this 
religion with their creativity and 
dynamism as a people. This point 
is often over-looked by those who 
call Judaism only a rellgior.". 
, Saniuel described a period of" 
1,500 years before 500 B. C. which 



lhe_ Jews spent searching for 



their identity as a people. "This 
period is charactèMzed oy a con- 
tinual tltemating between the ac- 
ceptance of God and rejection. 

"Finally", he went on, "God 
picked the Jews up by the scruff 
of the fleck and threw -thehi right 
out. 

TURNING POINT 

. "lliis was tlie turning point. Ne- 
ver again did the Jews- consider 
throwing awoy their purpose as a 
people for something so infinitely 
inferior." 

Samuel declared that the reason 
the Jews rejected Christianity, is 
not, as is.often>«upi)oscd, because 
they believe Uiat- the idea of the 
Trinity.,borders-on polytheism. 

Rather,- the Christians den»nded 
that the Jews.surrender their iden- 
tity ai a people, something which 
(he Jews {lad been struggling for 
miUenla to. discover and to achle- 
ve. 

"Were the Jews to accept the 
statement that tlimisands' of years 
of their history were to terminate 
In one man 7" he asked. - 

' ' r CHRISTIANS 

Samuel declared that those 
Christians who seek to prove that 
the Jews were wrong in not accept- 
ing Ctu-istianity are forced to dis- 
regard the achievements of the 
•Jewish people ever since the com- 
ing of Christ. As an example of 
this, he took Dr. Toynbeé's famous 
remark that the Jews are a fgdsll.

' This opinion was expressed by 
W. T. Nunley,. special assistant 
in the US State - Department's 
Bureau of European Affairs,, in 
a special session of delegates to 
the University Model United Na- 
tlbns at the University of Mont- 
deal. Students fron\ some 30 uni- 
versities in Canada and the US 
were represented. 

Continuing, Nunley said that 
this tendency restricts th^ acti- 
vities of the UN by lowering 
them to the level of minor inter- 
national gambits. These nations 
"expect lOO nations with 100 dif- 
ficulties and 'differences tb. solve 
thé problems of two or three 
countries". 

US POLICY , 

Explaining the policy of the 
US in regard to the UN, Nunley 
said the US felt only truly Inter- 
national issues and not fetty

differences should be broughV'to 
thi attention of the General As- 
sembly i^nd the Security Council. 

"Some : nations tend to think 
of the .US as a place in which 
to, display their -national preju- 
dices and preferences," he. said. 

However, he added, there was 
some advantage In bringing, is- 
sues before the U N which it 
could not solve, because it pro- 
vided an escape valve for. the 
people concerned. 

THEN AND NOW 

A hundred years ago, he con- 
tinued, people would go to war 
over the same issues, but now 
they bring them before the UN. 

Mr. Nunley said public diplo- 
macy, as opposed to completely 
privatc^ international communica- 
tions between statesmen, has be- 
come necessary In the<, modern 
age, and. the UN ls.^^goo'd^ex-

^ Preliminary Inquiry 
Goes To Dogs • 

Crilicism of trial decisions based Bolely on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, especially whc'n a man's life 
hangs in the balance, has become widespread in re- 
cent years. ... -j 

However, in many cases this is the only evidence 
available and the jury is strictly warned to determine 
guilt "beyond any reasonable doubt," But surely in 
such matters there should be a greater distinction oii 
the part of the courts as to what is a^mi.ssible evi- 
dence. " 

Last Friday, Abel Vosburgh was ordered to stand 
trial at the October criminal assises for the "mass 
murder of his wife and 11 of their children". During 
- the hour preliminary Inquiry at Sweefsburg,' 
a major part of the proceedings consisted of an exa- 
mination of the behaviour of dogs under stress. Pro- 
Becution contended that since the body of a dog was 
found among the ashes of the gutted home, Vosburgh 
could not have léft the door of the house open ^ he 
had testified, for a dog will always fight to escape if 
there is any opening. 

To back up this contention, a Dorval veterinarian . 
was sworn in. He testified that, during a fire in his 
eèlabllBhmèrit, three dogs had chewed and clawed their 
way out of their cageB^in an effort to escape the 
flames. Does it necessarily follow from this that all 
doga will thus flee under similar circumstances? If 
this is so, why do so many dumb animals and even 
human beings lose their, lives in panic although easy 
avenues of. possible escape are noticed later by in- 
vestigators? . ' 

Such grossly misleading testimony was admitted 
at the preliminftiy inquiry of a man awaiting trial for 
his life. If this trend of irresponsible evidence conti- 
nues throughout the trial, justice may easily be mis- 
carried. A jury, with no Icgal tifaihing behiijd them, 
can readily be swayed by this type of enticing but 
baseless theory. We feel that in the future the judges 
of this case, and the judges of all similar cases, must- 
take more care that a modjcum of veracity, be maint- 
ained in the presentation of evidence, circumstantial 
or otherwise. '

Animal Farm & . 
Censor Board 
Sir: 

The McGill Humanist Chapter 
will shortly, be exhibiting a 
series of motion pictures of a 
highlv controversial nature, all 
of which have bèen banned or 
censored in one country or an- 
other. Animal Farm needs little 
introduction; .loylcss Street ii- 
lu.stratcs what can happen to 
middle class morality in a time 
of crisis, and Triumph of the 
Will is a Nazi propaganda film. 

If these films were submilted 
to the Quebec Board of Film 
Censors for permission 'to exhi- 
bit publicly, ■ they would ho 
doubt be chopped to bits. This 
brings up the question of liber- 
alizing or even abolishing our 
Board of Film Censors — which 
in the past has acted capricious- 
ly and arbitrarilv to suppress 
any ideas not to the taste of the 
late upiamented Maurice Du- 
plessis. 

If Mr.-Lesage will not abolish 
the 3oard outright, he can at 
least co-operate hy appropriate 
purgation of its membership 
from time to time. 

It is a good policy in matters 
of civil liberty to act against 
free expression only after a 
plain demonstration of a "clear 
and present danger" which can- 
not be met by means other than 
suppresiing free, expression. 

It is doubtful that Quebecers. 
cerjtainlx Quebecers over the 
agët of '21, require provincial 
protection of the morals, in a 
province' permitting child mar- 
riage. 



In the various sophisticated 
European countries it is rccog-' 

nized that ."^o called "dangerous" 
and "ob.sccnc" items cease to 
attract much attention whai 
Ihcy become commonplace. 
There is no rca.son why our 
own laws — on "obcene" publi- 
cations no less than on movies 
— .might not equally be re- 
pealed. 

But, I suppose this is too - 
much to ask from Canada: Can- 
ada will wait until perhaps 
twenty-five years after the 
ynitcd States underdoes similar 
reforms, .^^d in the United 
States, the Supreme Court re- 
cently upheld .')-4 a New York 
State law on prior censorship: 
-Infelix Felix — the reaction- 
ary old crank Frankfurter — 
joined his ;equally reactionary 
collègue. Tom Clark, and three 
Eisenhower appointees, Harlan, 
Whiltaker and Potter Stewart 
to hold back progress. 

But if we cannot abolish or 
liberalize the obscenity law.s, 
we can. at least do away with 
prior censorship: it is enough 
that a motion picture exhibitor ^ 
will be liable to prosecution 
afterwards for 'obscenity. As it 
is, prior censorship not only al- 
lows loose definition of obscen- 
ity by the censors, but also in- 
vites them to suppress political, 
religious and other ideas not to 
their tastes.

One niore champlonsliip to add to the list for the 
Rcdmcn — skiintr. McGill, in the Invitational meet held 
at Laval University on Friday and Saturday of last week, 
had an almost clean sweep in the 4 physical and 2 ma< 
thematical events.
